CHILDREN DIES; 
HIT-RUN VICTIM 


S tate m otor policemen of the G e t­ 
tysburg detail continued their in ­ 
vestigation today into th e h it-a n d - 
run death of W illiam J, Small. 41, 
H anover R 2. fath e r of five children, 
whose body was found along the 
highw ay near Forest park, south of 
Hanover, by m ilkm en m aking early 
Sunday m orning deliveries.

Prisoner 32 Years 
Anxious to Witness 
Automobile Traffic 


Philadelphia, Nov. 7 (A pt—All tile 
cataclysm ic changes that have come 
to the world in the last 32 years will 
be unfolded for the first time before 
the eyes of Frank Endrukat. 559-year- 
old prisoner within the next two 
weeks, but the thing he wants most 
to see is moving traffic. 
At Eastern penitentiary, where he 
waited impatiently today for the a r­ 
rival of a pardon, the bespectacled, 
Russian-born prisoner talked of the 
things he longs to see and do, but 
mostly he talked of automobiles-- 
and traffic.

. . . Crowds of them that block the 
streets . . . That they need colored 
lights to go on and off to give people 
a chance to go from curb to curb. . .. 
"I've thought of it a million times, 
but can’t visualize it. 
Even motion 
pictures of city scenes are just pic­ 
tures. 
I can’t see it in my mind's 
eye ” 
Endrukat, one-time 
noncommis­ 
sioned officer in tile army of tile

When a .student graduates from high 
school today he has most certainly 
had a liberal education, for in ad­ 
dition to the up-to-date course which 
prepares him for college, he has had 
the chance of studying one of a 
varied group of valuable vocational
